How It Will Affect Dealer* in Tobacco. 
Cigar*. Cigarettes and Snoff. 



•fk/hen the new revenue law with which 
Congress hat been wrestling for some 
tijtie, with a view to increasing the reve 
n|« af the Government to help meet the 
enormous cost of the war becomes opera 
five, the Collector * offices of this and 
other districts will find their work greatly 
increased, says The Lexington Laader. 
The indications are that the assessment 
and collection of taxes under the new 
law will almost double the work of th 
Revenue Collectora for the first fet 
months. 

The law provides a tax of $• per barrel 
on fermented liquors, but this only means 
beer and fruit wines, and does not include 
whiskies The old rate on fermented 
liquors waa fl per barrel. It not 
increases the tax on beer produced by 
manufacturers and in their hands, bnt on 
all beer in the hands of retail dealeri 
the general trade With the increai 
the beer tax comes an allowance < 
per cent discount on beer stamps. 

The tax rate on cigars, tobacco, snuff 
and cigarettes will also be increased t< 
12 cents. Retail dealers having tobacci 
on-hand in excess of the amount allowed 
by the new law will have to pay an addi- 
tional tax of 3 cents per pound, or one- 
half of the increase in th* rate of taxa- 
tion. Retail dealers having on hand 1.000 
pounds or less will not be affected by the 
new tax. 

On cigars the tax ia now *3 per 1,«K> 
of the ordinary weight sold in this c 
try. This tax will be raised to $3 60 and 
retail dealers having on hand more than 
30.000 cigars will have to pay one ha: 
th* increaae, or 30 cents per 1,000 on all 
quantities in their possession in exceai of 
the amount allowed 

The increaae in the tax will not apply 
to retail dealers in cigarettes where they 
have a lesa quantity than 20.UOO cigars 
and cigarettes on hand, but to all in ex- 
cess of th is quantity .

The Dynamite Cruiser Vesuvius Was 
Given Another Chance and 
Did Great Damage. 



A Chart* of Odd Cotton Exploded on Cevo

Off Santiago de Cuba, June IS, vii 
Kingston, Jamaica, June 17— Br 
Adm. Sampson's fleet bombarded tht 
batteries at Santiago de Cuba for the 
third time at daylight this morning. 
For hours the ships pounded the bat- 
teries at the right and left of the en- 
trance, ODly sparing El Morro, where 
Lieut Hobson and his companions of 
the Merrimac are in prison. 

The western batteries, against which 
the main assault was directed, were 
badly wrecked. One was utterly de- 
stroyed. In others many guns were 
dismounted. 

At first the Spaniards answered pas- 
sionately and wildly, but impotently. 
Then most of the guns were deserted. 
Not a ahlp was struck, nor a man in- 



Itis believed that the enemy's loss of 
life was heavy. 

As a preliminary to the hammering 
given the batteries, the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius last night at mid- 
night was given another chance 
Three 250 pound charges of gun cotton 
were sent over the fortifications at the 
entranac. The design was to drop 
them in the bay, around the angle 
back of the eminence on which El Mor- 
ro is situated,, where it wae known 
that the Spanish torpedo boat de- 
stroyers were lying. Two charges 
went true, as no reports were heard— 
a peculiarity of the explosion of gun- 
cotton In water. Whether the destroy- 
ers were demolished is not known but 
the destructive area of gun cotton 
large and it would not be surprising if 
it is subsequently ascertained that 
one or both were destroyed. 

The third charge exploded with ter- 
rific violence on Cayo Smith. From 
where the fleet lay tiie entrance to 
harbor looked, in the black night, 
a door opening into u livid fire of a 
Titanic furnace. A crater big-enough 
to hold a church was blown out of the 
side of the Csyo Smith and wa* clearly 
seen from the ships this morning. 

Adm. Sampson issued the orders for 
the bombardment last night. Coffee 
was served to the men at half-past 
three this morning and with the first 
blush of dawn the men wer« called 
qnietly to quarters The shins steam- 
ed in five-kuot speed to a 3,000 yards 
range, when they closed up. broadside 
on. until s distance of three cable 
lengths separated them. They were 
strung out in the form of a crescent, 
the heavy fighting ships in the center, 
the flagship on the right flank and 
the Massachusetts on the left flank. 
The line remained stationary through- 
out the bombardment. The Visen and 
Scorpion took up positions on opposite 
flanks, close in shore for the purpose 
of enfilading any infantry that might 
fire upon the ships 

Fifteen minutes later at 5:25 a. m. 
the New York opened with a broadside 
from her main battery at the works on 
the east of the entrance to the harbor. 
All the ships followed in red streaks of 
flame. The fleet enveloped in smoke, 
pelted the bills and kicke 1 up dirt and 
masonry. It was a matrnificent spec- 
tacle from where the Dauntless lay 
Though the gun captains had 
been cautioned not to waste 
ammunition but to fire with 
deliberation, the fire was so rapid that 
there was an almost continuous re- 
port The measured crash of the big 
13-inch guns of the battle ships sound- 
ed above the rattle of the guns of the 
secondary batteries like thunder claps 
above~the din of a hurricane. A strong 
land breeze off the shore carried the 
smoke of the ships seaward, while it 
let down a thick curtain in front of 
the Spanish gunners. 

The dons responded spiritedly at 
first, but their frenzied, half crazed 
fire could not match the cool nerve 
trained eyes and skilled gunnery of 
the American sailors. Our tire was 
much more effective than in preceding 
bombardments. The admiral's ord- 
nance expert had given explicit direc- 
tion* to reduce the powder charges 
and to elevate the guns, so as to 
shorten the trsjectory and thus to se- 
cure a plunging fire As the shells in 
the preceding bombardments dropped 
with the almost straight trajectories 
of projectiles with full charges, 
v it was almost impossible to plant 
them. They would 6hoot into 
the air, encircling the batteries 
owing to" the high elevation, and 
fall far over the fortifications, the of- 
fset of the reduced charges was mar- 
velous In 15 minutes one western 
battery waa completely wrecked. The 
Massachusetts tore a gaping hole in 
the emplacement with a thousand 
pound projectile and the Texas dropped 
a Yhell into the powder magazine. The 
explosion wrought terrible havoc 

The frame was lifted, the sides were 
blown out and s shower of debris flew 



n every direction. One timber, car- 
ried out of the side of the battery, 
went tumbling down the hill. The 
lo>s of life must have baen great . 

The batteries on the east of Morro 
were harder to get at but the New Or- 
leans crossed the bows of the New 
York to within 500 yards of shore and 
played a tattoo with her long elght- 
Ineii rifles, hitting them repeatedly, 
gun squarely muzzl<
